LEGISLATIVE RESOLUTION 130

Introduced by Louden, 49.

PURPOSE: The purpose of this interim study is to examine whether
Nebraska should update provisions of the Nebraska Pure Food Act
in relation to the growing trend of home baking, canning, and
small food businesses in Nebraska. This growing trend could produce
a positive effect on economic development in Nebraska. The study
should include an examination of section 81-2,245.01 and whether
or not a home baking, canning, or small food operation would
be exempted from the definition of a food establishment if the
operation met certain requirements.

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE MEMBERS OF THE ONE
HUNDRED FIRST LEGISLATURE OF NEBRASKA, FIRST SESSION:

1. That the Agriculture Committee of the Legislature
shall be designated to conduct an interim study to carry out the
purposes of this resolution.

2. That the committee shall upon the conclusion of
its study make a report of its findings, together with its

recommendations, to the Legislative Council or Legislature.
